The “Far Eastern flu’? which 


is only a pdle 
of its devastating pre- 
decessor. Although hundreds 
ot thousands throughout Asin 
have tad the disease in the past 
three months, only a very small 
proportion of the cases havo 
been fatal, 

And although flu typically 
strikes mainly ot young adull 
the youhg have accounted for 
few of the deaths occurring 
the present epidemic, Most 
fatalltles have been found 
among the normally much more 
vulnerable groups, ‘the very 
young and the very old.

But the relative mildnésa of 
the flu epidemic of 1957, as com~ 
pared to that of 1918, docs not 
mean, of course, thet either the 
present or any of’ the other 
numerous variations can bo 
disregarded with impunity, All 
of them are specific, acute in 
fections of tho entire system, 
AU bring high fever for at least 
three or four days respiratory

other, entirely new infections.
